Owing to engine trouble Giroux 
was foveal to make a landing on a 
sand bar two miles from shore off 
Blackpool. Here he ‘said™his passen 
gers were threatened by the _ rising 
tide. In an effort to attract atten 
tion Giroux stripped off his clothing, 
saturated it in petrol and lighted it. 

The flames however, were | un- 
noticed. Undaunted by the. danger 
of being swept out to sea by the 
strength of the tide; Giroux thereupon 
p unged into the water and swam the 
two miles to shore. : 

He reached. land in an exhausted 
condition, but in time’to send a res- 
cue party for his two passengers, by . 
that time in imminent peril from the 
rising water.

If the 
real lemon is present it will come out 
of solution and will give a turbid ap- 
pearance to the solution and will form 
an oily layer on the top of the water. 
If the solution retains clear after 
diluting with water very little, if any, 
oil of lemon is present. 

To detect alum in baking powder 
put some logwood chips in a small 
agatewaré dish, cover with water 
and bring to a boll; Throw the 
water away. Do this three times, 
Fill 
a test tube half full of water and add 
one level teaspoonful of the baking 
powder you to wish to test.
